Columbus, Ga., February 26.—(Special.) 
Captain F. J. Johnson, ‘schoo} commis- 
sioner of Muscogee county, died today 
at the home of Mrs. Robert L. Johnson, 
on Rose Hill, after an iliness of some 
two weeks of heart trouble. He was. 
ohe of the best citizens of the county 
and his death hag saddened a host of 
friends. 

Captain Johnson resided several miles 
north of the city, where he owned a 
large plantation, and he was one of the 
best known planters in the county. For 
a number of years he had been county 
school commissioner, discharging the du- 
ties of that office most efficiently. He 
was a member of the Baptist church and 
was a thoroughly good Man, who was 
held in sincere esteem by all who knew 
him. 

Captain Johnson was 66 years of age 
and had spent most of his life in Mus- 
cogee county.

A majority of 5! out of a 
nominal !20 or thereabouts was ail the 
government could muster after a ae- 
bate of one week on such an important 
Plank of its policy as the fiscal ques- 
tion. A similar smal] majority saved the 
government from defeat on the army 
question, while last night it could only 
show a beggarly majority of 14 against 
an opposition amendment reducing the 
important supplementary navy vote. Sev- 
eral such incidents make the govern- 
ment’s position untenable. 

The decision of the government against 
the Irish university bill completes the 
alienation of the nationalists, ang John 
Redmond's followers decided at a meet- 
ing yesterday to vote with the liberals 
to turn out the government at the first 
opportunity. 

Those who are best informed on po- 
litical matters anticipate that the liberals 
will not only win easily at the forth- 
coming general election, bat estimate that 
their majority may be as high as 50.

Rochester, N. Y., February 26.—The sun 
Bet tonight with ten engines pouring 
streams of water on the ruins of what 
‘was practically the retail dry goods dis- 
trict of this city, for three out of the 
five department stores were consumed in 
today’s disastrous fire, one of which, the 
Bibley, Lindsay & Curr Company, was 
by far the largest establishreent of this 
kind in the city, and the oldest. 

Insurance men place the ‘oss at $3.,- 
000,000. Of this amount $750,000 repre- 
Bents the loss on buildings, and the 
remainder loss on stocks of goods and to 
occupants of offices. It is estimated that 
2,500 people are thrown out of work, 
temporarily, at least, because of the fire. 

The Burned District. 

The burned district Mes on the north 
side of Main street, between St. Paul 
street and Clinton avenue, north, run- 
ning from St. Paul atree: almost the en- 
tire length of the block, The fire started 
fn the store of the Rochester Dry Goods 
Company and worked west, taking but 
one store east ‘of this establishment, that 
of the Walkover Shoe Company before 
its progress was checked in that direc- 
tion. Next on the west the store of the 
Beadle, Sherburn Company, wnoich was 
destroyed, then the marble block, occu- 
pied by the Sibley, Lindsay & Curr Com- 
bany, also destroyed, and finally the 
thirteen-story granite building, the lower 
part of which also was occupied by the 
Sibley, Lindsay & Curr Company, and 
the upper part by offices. Only the frent 
wall of the marble building Is standing 
tonight. The shell of the granite building 
is intact and the floors are tn place, burt 
the building was gutted. 

Sibley, Lindsay & Curr Company's alr- 
ttory wholesale bui:ding, together with 
the stables in the rear, was destroyed, 
with all its valuable contents, this loss 
being placed at $1,450,000. 

There was a livery stable and some 
frame dwelings on Division street, a nar- 
row thoroughfare running in the rear of 
the burned stores, and these were dam- 
aged by water and falling wal-:-s. 

Only One Man Injured. 

There were no casualties, and no one 
was injured except Assistant chief Frank 
A. Jaynes, who was struck by a flying 
nozzle and received some bruises. 

The power on the trolley line running 
along Main street was cut off to avoid 
Hanger from electricity and no cars have 
fun through the block where the fire oc- 
turred all day. All other traffic has a‘so 
been stopped and probably will not be re- 
eumed until Monday,

Mr. Bryan told Mr. Mack emphatically 
that he was commfited to no candidate 
and wae not willing at the present time 
to lend himself and his influence to any 
particular ‘‘boom.’

And Great Britain Proposes: 


To Smash Russian 
Influence. 


London, February 26.—Lord Hardwick, 
under secretary for India, in the house of 
lords today replying to a request of Lord 
Reay, liberal, for further inquiry regard- 
ing the British mission to Tibet, said the 
government was determined to insist on 
a final settlement regarding carrying out 
the ‘terms of the convention of 1890.

Proclamation Putting It Into 
Efect Is: Issued, 


Secretary Hay and Minister Bunau- 
Varilla Exchange Ratifications. 
Canal Commission Not Yet An- 
nounced—Minister Bunau- 


Varilla Has Resigned. 


Washington, Fbhruary 26.—President 
Roosevelt at 11:50 a. m. today signed 
the proclamation putting into effect the 
treaty with Panama regarding the isth- 
mian canal. As soon as the proclamation 


Was signed it was returned to the state 


department, where the exchange of rati- 
fications already had taken place be- 
Rween Secretary of State Hay and Min- 
ister Bunau-Varilla, of Panama. The 
cabinet was in session when the procia- 
tation reached the white house from the 
Gtate department. Secretary Loeb took 
the document to the president and he 
signed it immediately. 
The proclamation is as follows: 


“By the president of the United States 
Bf America. A proclamation: 
“Whereas, a convention between the 
United States of America and the repup- 
Gc of Panama to insure the construction 
of a@ canal across the isthmus of Panama 
to connect the Atlantic and Pacific 
peeans, was concluded and signed by the 
espective plenipotentiaries at Washing- 
On on the I8th of November, 1903, the 
Drigina; of which convention being in 
4 English is, word for word, as fol- 
ws: 


(Here follows the text of the treaty.) 
“And, whereas the said convention has 
duly ratified on both parts and the 

ratification of the two governments were 
enchanged in the city of Washington on 
the 26th day of February, 1904; 

“Now, therefore, be it known 

“That I, Theodore Rocsevelt, president 
of the United States of America, have 
caused the said convention to be made 
public to the end that the same and 
every article and clause thereof may be 
observed and fulfilled with good faith by 


the United States and the citizens there- 


of. 

“In testimony whereof I have hereunto 
Bet my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States of America to be afi:xed. 

“Done at the city of Washingtan, this 
ee day of February, In the vear of our 

one thousand nine hundred and four 
and of the independence of the United 
States one hundred and twenty-eight. 
“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 
“By the president: 
*“JOHN HAY, Secretary of State.” 
Canel Commission. 

The president may not send to the sen- 
ate his appointments on the isthmian ca- 
nal commission before the first of next 
meek. He has been informed by tele- 
graph that Benjamin M. Harrod, of New 
Orleans, has mailed to him a statement 
regarding the charges preferred against 
Mr. Harrod. Until he has received this 
statement and given it consideration the 
probability is that the official announce- 
ment of the personnel of the commis- 
sion will be withheld. Even in the ab- 
sence of the statement, however, Presi- 
flient Roosevelt is fairly assured that the 
charges mace against Mr. Harrod are 
not of. sufficient weight to warrant him 
withdrawing the tender made to him of 
a position on the commission, It is be- 
lieved confidently that Mr. Harrod will 
be the seventh member of the body. 

Ratifications Exchanged. 

@ecretary Hay and Minister Bunau- 
Warilla today exchanged ratifications of 
the Panama canal treaty. The exchange 
marked the close of diplomatic nego- 
tiations looking to the acquirement Dby the 
United States of canal rights on the isth- 
mus, running back to the first quarter 
of the last century. What remains to 
be done now Is nothing more than the 
adjustment of certain legal questions by 
the law officers of this government; the 
state department has filled its function. 

There is no attempted ceremony in this 
last act. There were present in the 
diplomatic room only Secretary Hay, M. 
Bunau-Varilla, Sidney. Smith, chief of 
diplomatic bureau, and Eddie Saver, the 
veteran messenger of the secretary who 
has had to do with the sealing and sig- 
mature of countless treaties, The proto- 
cols of exchange signed yesterday by the 
president were countersigned today by 
Secretary Hay, who used the holder with 
which he has signed every treaty since 
his. accession to office and which is des- 
tined to become the property of his son, 
Clarence, as an historic heirloom. 

Questions Remaining. 

The legal questions remaining to be 
eettled are, first, the effect upon canal 
payments of the pending litigation in 
France concerning ‘the canal. Briefly

A SLUICE OF CANDIDATES. 


Tallahassee Has More Candidates 
Than Before in History. 

Tallahassee, Fla., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Politics in this county are begin- 
ning to assume definite proportions as 
far as the May 7 primary is concerned. 
At present, there are more candidates for 
the various offices the county has to offer 
than ever before. 

Five candidates have announced them- 

selves for sheriff. They are Messrs. 
Rm. Manning, W. R. Crowder, W. J. 
Johnson, B. C. Williams and Charles 
Hopkins. From the present outlook Mr. 
Hopkins, the incumbent, wil] lead in the 
race, although there will probably be a 
second primary. 

For county commissioners, Miles H. 
Johnson, E. C. Smith, John C. Moor, 
H. Cc. Billingsley and W. D. Stoutamire 
have already announced and it is possi- 
ble that several more will enter the 
race before the date of the primary. 

Four candidates have entered the arena 
for the office of superintendent of public 
instruction, with more to follow, they 
peing Professor H. W. Demilly, Profes- 
sor Richard Van Brunt, N. W. Eppes, 
and the guperintendent, C. W. Banner- 
man. 

Where there is any opposition at all, 
the least number of candidates have en- 
tered the race for county surveyor. The 
only two who have announced themselves 
being W. T. Bannerman and V. J. Ran- 
dol ph. 

For the state legislature, Hon. W. A, 
Rawls, John G. Collins and John Ie Rob- 
inson have already stgnified thefr wil- 
lingness to serve the people. Judge 
George P. Raney, state senator, holds the 
position two years longer withow& an 
election. 

Hon. W. A. Demilly, tax collector; 
Hon. Henry Felkel, tax assessor; Hon 
R. A. Whitfield, county judge, and Hon. 
Cc. A. Bryan, have, at this time, no op- 
position for reelection. 

It is impossible to tell how the county 
will vote respecting the three candi- 
dates for the United States senate. It 
is probable most of the votes will be 
divided about equally between Governor 
W. S. Jennings and Senator T. H. Tal- 
jaferro. Mr. Stockton wil] get a very 
small vote. In the race for governar, 
Hon. Robert W. Davis will undoubtedly 
lead by a large majority all other candi. 
dates in this county. He is well known 
here and ig a genera] favorite. 
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STATE BLEEDING 
FOR TEN YEARS 


Before\ Congressional Committee Mr. 
Craig, of Denver, Says That 
Organized Labor Has Been 
Responsible For a 
Reign of Terror. 


in 


Washington, February 26.—“Colorado 
can literally be called ‘Bleeding Colorado,’ 
owing to what has taken place there in 
the last ten years,’ said J. C. Craig, 
president of the Citizens’ Alliance of 
Denver, in an address today before the 
house judiciary committee in opposition 
to the conspiracy bill. 

He recounted the various clashes be- 

tween the unions and the mine operators 
in the state, which he declared were at- 
tended by violence and abuses on the 
part of the miners of such a nature that 
the newspapers of the state were unable 
to publish the assaults. He told of many 
lives having been lost through the plots, 
which he said, had been proven con- 
clusively against the union. Union men 
had rolled kegs of dynamite into shaft 
houses, wher men were working; cords 
were extended from elevators to loaded 
revolvers, placed where they would ex- 
plode in the deposits of dynamite when 
the elevator was moved, and many other 
such plots caused deathg among non- 
union mine workers. 
The Citizens’ Alliance was forced to 
take action against such assaults, an® 
the association grew to a membership of 
14,000. Injunctiong were then obtained, 
and “‘then and then only,”’ said Mr. Craig, 
“‘we were able to proceed with operating 
mines w:thout daily fear of mine horrors 
brought about by diabolical scheming 
against the lives of men who worked 
against the wishes of the union.” 

Mr. Craig algo spoke of the injunctions 
obtained by the unions against the alll- 
ance which he said were not opposed by 
the alliance, as it had no wish to violate 
any laws. After the settlement of the 
strike by mutual agreement, all of the 
injunctions were dissolved. 

No convictions of any person participats 

ing in the assaults have been obtained, 
said Mr. Craig. 
When asked for reasons for the failure 
to convict, he said he believed it due to 
the sympathy of the pol/ce, who are re- 
cruited from the ranks of the laborers 
and. must return to their old vocations 
when they lose their positions at a change 
of administration. In conclusion he said 
his association favored giving the courts 
the utmost latitude in suppressing riots 
and giving the courts the same freedom 
in passing upon questions of antagonism 
to labor. 

John Galloway, of Dayton, Ohio, repre-. 
senting the non-union employees, told of 
experiences irf his city and the strike 
there. 

*‘Men made threats against the em- 
ployees,”’ said Mr. Galloway, ‘‘and I told 
the union they were laying themselves 
liable to the law.’’ 

Mr. Galloway was asked to describe the 
threats, and said the confmon expression 
of the union men to the mine workers 
was: ‘“‘You give up that job or we’!]] knock 
your block off.’’ 

“I am a machinist," said Mr. Galloway, 
“and an actual worker, and I want to 
say that all of the workingmen are not 
in favor of this anti-injunction bil!.”’ 


Educational Rally in Greene. 

Greenesboro, Ga., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Dr. Charles D. Mclver, of the 
state normal school, Greensboro, N. C., 
and Dr. Buttrick, the representative of 
the Slater fund, of New York, and also 
a representative of the general education- 
al board of the United States, addressed 
about 600 people in the court house 
yesterday. Many ladies were present. 
The speakers were introduced by Hon. 
James B. Park. Dr. McIver spoke first 
and highly entertained and enthused 
the audience for about an hour and a 
half. Dr. Buttrick followed in a speech 
of about an hour’s duration. His speech 
was very interesting and was well re- 
ceived by the audience. The meeting 
was in the nature of a general educa- 
tiona] rally and the court house was 
unable to hold the crowd that assem- 
bled.

Republican Nominee for Con- 
gress Will Not Accept ‘0 
the Honor. 


C. P. Goree, republican nominee for 
congress from the fifth district, will re- 
tire from the race, and the g. 0. p. May 
have no one in the field to oppose Colonel 
L. F. Livingston after all. 

About ten days ago Mr. Goree wrote to 
H. D. Bush, of Covington, chairman of 
the republican committee for the fifth 
district, stating that business matters 
would necessitate his declining the nomi- 
nation,for congressman as his private af- 
fairs would prevent him, he thought, from 
giving proper attention to his campaign. 

This was something of a dash of cold 
water on g. o. p. enthusiasm, which ran 
high at the time Mr. Goree was nomi- 
nated. It was the first time in many 
years that the party had had a candidate 
for congress in this district, and prepara- 
tions were being made to put up the 
strongest fight possible for Mr. Goree. 

His declination of the nomination was 
kept quiet and no official announcement 
of it has been made yet, the party lead- 
ers wishing to confer and formulate some 
plan of action before acquainting the pub- 
lic with the retirement of Mr. Goree. 

As the matter has not been made 
known to the rank and file of the party 
no candidate has come forward to take 
Mr. Goree’s place, and if the leaders are 
considering anyone they wil] not admit it. 
There is indeed some question as to just 
how the nomination should be made. 

Mr. Goree was nominated by the regu- 
lar district convention, which met here 
recently, and as it is the custom to make 
all nominations in conventions having ju- 
risdiction of eacn particular matter a 
question has arisen as to whether or not 
there must be another convention to 
nominate another candidate in Mr. Go- 
ree’s place. 

Some prominent republicans think, 
however, that the district committee, un- 
der the circumstances, could legitimate- 
ly name a candidate and that the action 
of the committee would receive the in- 
dorsement as well as votes of the party 
at large. 

Some step wil] probably be taken in the 
near future,

Mr. Collins was one of the prime mov- 
ers in the buliding of the old river line 
mhich became the parent line of the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company, and 
through it of the Atlanta Rallway and 
Power Company, which now controls the 
entire city street railway traffic. 

He was born in Atlanta, Gwe, within a 
tone throw of the depot December !9, 
1646. His father was James A. Collins, 
one of the best known merchants in the 
city, known then as Marthaaville. He 
conducted a store, probably the first ‘n 
Marthasville, under the name of Collins 
& Loyd. 

James D. Collins was in school at the 
Georgia Milftary academy at the opening 
of the war. At the age of !5 years he 
ran away from school and went to the 
ermy. At this early age he became adju- 
tant of a regiment. He was also in charge 
of the prison at Andersonville, Ga. 

Before the fall of Atlanta he came back 
Ko this city on a sick leave.

He was carried 
out of the city between two mattresses 
and looked so much llKe a boy that he 
escaped capture. 

After the war he went to Mississippi and 
stayed there for several years. Returning

Cuban Reciprocity and Sugar. 
The Cuban sugar plantérs seem to 
be as keen for a record-breaking acre- 
age this season as are the cotton 


course, lies in the anticipated effects 
of the new reciprocity treaty with the 
United States. The sugar plantations 
of the island are to be worked to their 
fullest capacity, and the entire popula- 
tion entertains high hopes of the out- 
come. 

Our consul at Cienfuegos, Max J. 
Baehr, informs the department that 
an approximate estimate of the output 
of the leading sugar mills in southern 
Santa Clara province for the grinding 
season of 1903-4 is given as 1,537,000 
bags. The crop at present on hand is 
said to considerably exceed that of 
any previous year. 

This certainly speaks well for 
Cuba’s recuperative capacity,so soon 
after the devastation of a barbarously 
ruthless war. It was not expect- 
ed that the island could make 
any such showing this year, though 
it was known that much capital and 
intelligent enterprisé was being di- 
rected to the rehabilitation of the 
well-nigh ruined industry, The island 
undoubtedly has a great future before 
it, with political stability, and sugar 
is only one item of its vast resources. 

A great deal of American capital 
has been put in Cuban sugar estates 
and it is reported that land which 
has lain fallow for a generation, as 
well as hundreds of thousands of 
acres freshly cleared from the wilder- 
ness, will be cultivated in cane the 
coming seas6n. All Cubans are enthu- 
siastic over the prospects of an enlarg- 
ed and profitable American market as 
the effect of reciprocity, a hope that 
American business interests share as 
regards their own exportations. 

If a little reciprocity is such a good 
thing, it is strange that a republican 
administration and a republican con- 
gress should be so chary about giving 
the “infant” industries of the United 
States a little more of it. With Can- 
ada, for instance.

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.Cattle Raising in the South. 

The Constitution is gratified to note 
increasing interest evinced in the con- 
vention of southern stock breeders to 
be held at Jacksonville, Fla. Many of 
our country exchanges are printing 
letters from local farmers commend- 
ing the object of the convention and 
discussing in optimistic vein the pros- 
pects of the new rural enterprise in 
the gulf states. From all advance 
evidences. the Jacksonville gathering 
is going to be a case of “get together” 
right, and we may look for practical 
results from the deliberations of the 
progressive farmers composing the 
convention. 

The letter of Agrostologist Spillman, 
of the federal department of agricul- 
ture, describing in The Constitution 
the result of the successful experiment 
of the Louisfana experiment station in 
feeding steers local food products for 
the Chicago market. has aroused much 
discussion in stock raising circles the 
countrv over. The consensus of opin- 
ion seems to be that anew era of pros- 
perity is about to dawn in the “old” 
south as the result of intensive beef 
culture on the Louisiana experiment 
station plan. Stock men from other sec 
tions are visiting the pine belt of the 
gulf states to study the feeding pos- 
sibilities of the land of cassava and 
the velvet bean, and a number of land 
transfers have been made. The farmer 
who is on the ground will not long 
sleep on his opportunity. 

The Fort Worth Record, published 
in the great cattle center of Texas, 
says in this connection: 


This is good news for the south, Indeed. 
Of course the states which raise cotton 
and lttt# else besides cotton can never 
hope to rival Texas in the line of cattle 
production, “but the mere fact that it is 
possible, under proper conditions, to do 
what has heretofore been considered 
practically impossible—i. e., fatten giock 
for the market on the farms of the ‘“‘old” 
south—there can be little doubt thalt the 
farmers of the sections interested will 
show their appreciation of the success of 
the experiment of devoting more attention 
to the new line. 

There is no danger of Texas losing the 
proud position she now occupies in the 
world of stock production, and, even 
though there were, we Wwould still not 
be debarred from expressing satisfaction 
over the successful termination of the 
work told of by Agrostologist Spillman. 


It will be well, in the midst of this 
year’s tendency to run wild over cot- 
ton planting, to give earnest thought 
to the possibilities of the new indus- 
try and begin to take advantage of the 
opportunity to practice ‘“diversifica- 
tion” on a more profitable scale. The 
stock industry can be made the cotton 
farmer’s mainstay in this regard, en- 
abling him to have cotton for his 
“money crop” and steers for the aug- 
mentation of his other farm resources. 
The department of agriculture is tak- 
ing a special interest in experiments 
intended to demonstrate what can be 
done along the lines of the Louisiana 
experiment, and every farmer in the 
far south should not fail to read its 
interesting technical bulletins. 

It requires no great stretch of the 
imagination to see Atlanta, at no far 
time in the future, as great a packing 
house center as Fort Worth, Tex.— 
perhaps as Chicago or Kansas City.

And 
both Superintendent Slaton and Secre- 
tary Burns spent their entire time dur- 
ing the eonvention attending to the wants 
of the delegates. 
“More than a year ago the city of At- 
lanta decide€ ¢ make an effort to get 
this convention. Major Slaton went to 
the department session at its meeting 
held in Cincinnati, armed with the per. 
sonal invitation of the governor of the 
state, of counci] and the chamber of 
commerce. 

President Emerson, In speaking of the 
reasons why Atlanta obtained the con- 
vention, gave all the credit to Major 
Slaton. ‘He made a speech,’’ said he, 
“which took the convention by storm.” 

“If you will come to Atlanta,” said 
Major Slaton, “I will promise you three 
of the prettiest May days in the eaiendar. 
All the arrangements have been made 
with the weather man and good weather 
is a certainty.” This was really the 
argument which won the convention for 
Atlanta, for eg the time that he was 
speaking a reguiar blizzard was holding 
sway outside the convention hall in Cin- 
cinnati.

“I promised the mombers three beau- 
tiful May days when urging Atlanta's 
claims in Cincinnati, and this promise 
has been kept. The weather has, in fact, 
been perfect, and has’ aroused all the ad- 
miration of ths educators, and caused 
many .extravagant compliments for At- 
lanta. 

“T admit that I felt rather shaky when 
I awakened on Sunday morning before 
the convention and found a wet, coid and 
disagreeable day, but the next day it 
cleared off and three better days would 
be hard to get together. Thursday ft 
went to the convention and was walking 
down the street with one of the dele- 
gates. He commented upon the weather 
that we had had. but said that he be- 
lieved he would get wet before he reach- 
ed the hotel. ‘No,’ said I, ‘the three days 
are not yet up, and there will be no rain 
until you leave.’ And there was no 
rain. 

“The convention itself was all that 
could be expected or desired. There were 
more delegates than at any other con- 
vention ever held by this department.

All Food Stuffs in Great 
City Are Extremely 
High. 


New York, February 26.—Practically 
all food stuffs except eggs, have reached 
extromely high prices in this city, owing 
largely to unfavorable weather. Prices 


which were thought to be high 4 week | 


or two ago, now look reasonable tor 
near everything that reaches the table. 

Fish, clams, oysters and lobsters are 
most effected by the severe winter. Oys- 
ters never have been so scarce, none cOmM- 
ing to the market except from Providence 
river beds. Lobsters, which have been 
growing scarcer for years, are now 
hardly obtainable. 

There is a fairly ample supply of cod 
and haddock, but the fresh fish—that is, 
fish not frozen and transported to a 
considerable distance—are scarce. P0- 
tatoes, beans, cabbage, lentils, betts 
and othert vegetables are higher than 
they have been for years. Bread and 
rolis are being raised in various parts 
of the city and concerted action along 
this line probably will be taken at a 
meeting to be held next Monday.

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JAPAN’S ARMY LEADERS 


AMONG THE 


WORLD'S BEST 


LARGE part of the world’s atten- 
A tion is now centered in the men 

who are to lead Japan’s armies 
egainst the forces of the czar.. Though 
Ifttie or nothing is known in America of 
these men, their names are familiar to 
every schoo] boy in Japan who cherishes 
in his heart the memory of their brave 
Geeds, love of country and devotion to 
their sovereign. 

Without. their greatest leaders, Yama- 
gata, Oyama, Nodzu, Katsura and a 
score of others, the Japanese army 
would not occupy the place it does to- 
day in the estimation of military experts 
or in the opinion of European war offi- 
cers. 

The first on the list in order of ser- 
vice is Field Marshal Yamagata, who 
is not only first in rank, but easily first 
in the esteem of the Japanese public 
and in the judgment of the government. 
He is a veteran of many wars, having 
begun service in the struggle that re- 
stored the emperor to power in 1868. In 
the following year he visited Russia and 
France studying things military. In 1872 
he became assistant, secretary of war—a 
position which in Japan is always held 
by a general officer of the army. In the 
following year he was made lieutenant 
general, and two years later secretary of 
war. 

The next year saw Japan in the throes 
of a fierce civil war. The rebellion was 
led by her greatest soldier, Field Marshal 
Saigo, who had with him some 50,000 
of her best trained samurai,, The govern- 
ment was compelled to put forth its 
greatest strength. An imperial prince 
was appointed to the nominal command, 
but as Chief of Staff Yamagata was the 
real general in chief and led the forces 
which crushed the rebellion, Saigo hav- 
ing been slain, Yamagata became the 
first military man in the empire and was 
promoted to the full rank of general. 


A Man of Fine Energy. 


Being a man of great mental ability, 
boundless energy and strong personalily, 
fie 800n became almost as prominent in 
the political world as in the military, 
and shared with Marquis Ito the posi- 
tion of greatest influence with the em- 
peror. He was several times prime min- 
ister, and when not in that position al- 
ways held some portfolio in the cabinet. 
He nevér ceased his active share in the 
development of the army. Through yari- 
Sus official positions such as inspector 
general, chief of the gé@neral staff and 
secretary of war he kept himself in close 
touch with all parts of the army organi- 
zation. 

When war started with China in 1894 
Yamagata was immediately given com- 
mand of the first army fhat invaded 
Manchuria. Those who were with the 
army at the time describe the immense 
enthusiasm with which the coming of 
the great general was greeted by his 
eoldiers. The rigors ofa MancNurlan win- 
ter speedily reduced Yamagata to such 
a condition that the emperor, fearful of 
losing altogether the services of his 
ablest officer, called him back to Tokio 
to act as his chief military adviser. 

After the war Yamagata was made a 
marquis and the new military rank of 
fieid marshal was established, to which 
he was promoted. The active inter- 
ference of Russia, backed by France 
and Germany, which deprived Japan of 
the fruits of her victory, led the gov- 
ernment to try to come to some under- 
standing that would preserve the inde- 
pendence of Korea. Yamagata Was ap- 
pointed special anrbassador for this pur- 
pose and proceeded to St. Petersburg, 
where he effected the treaty which is 
the basis of Japan's latest demands 
upon Russia. Not trusting aitogether to 
this, Japan proceeded to double her army 
and greatly increase her navy. Several 
officers were promoted to rank of field 
marshal in the army and an equal rank 
in the navy and organized into a su- 
preme counci!] of war. 

May Not Take the Field. 

Of this Yamagata was made chief, a 
position which he'still holds. Consider- 
ing the Season of the year and the fact 
that he ie over sixty-five years of and 
rather frail physically, it is improbable 
that he will take the field in person, 
but in any case he will ocoupy much 
the same place In this war that Von 
Moltke did in the Franco-Prussian con- 
fiict. 

Wf there ie any one who will divide 
this honor and responsibility with him 
it fe Field Marshal Oyama, who is as- 
sociated with him in the council of war. 
Oyama has steadily risen in the military 
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organization of Japan with Yamagata, 
and if the latter has been the emperor’s 
Tight hand man, Oyama has ben his 
left. Like Yamagata, he ‘began his 
career in the war of the restoration. In 
1872, he was promoted major general, and 
eent to Europe, where’ he spent thre: 
years studying military science. Return- 
ing In 1875, he was made vice minister of 
war. He added much to his reputation 
by his skillful conduct of operations in 
the rebellion of the great Saigo. 

In 1879 he was promoted Meutenant 
general. Two years later he was made 
minister of war. In 1883 he wecame 
chief of the general staff. From this 
time until the outbreak of the war with 
China he occupied various positions in 
the cabinet, usually minister of war. 
In 1890 he ws made full general—a 
rank then held only by himself and 
Yamagata. When war started he was 
looked upon as certainly as Yamagata to 
command one of the armies. Accordingly 
‘he was given the command of the sec- 
ond army of invasion. Being five years 
younger than Yamagata and more robust. 
he proved fully equal physically to the 
task, and conducted the extensive cam- 
paign that resulted in the capture’ of 
the two great Chinese strongholds— 
Port Arthur and Weihaiwei. Both posi- 
tions were considered impregnable. 

The mathematical precision with which 
Oyama conducted the operations and 
the gallantry with which he took re- 
doubt after redoubt, until finally he 
swept into the great fortress itself, ex- 
cited the admiration of experts, naval 
and military. Crossing the gulf of Pechili 
with an army of 30,000 men, he swept 
the Chinese forces out of Wethaiwei with 
the greatest apparent ease, and with the 
aid of the navy cooped up the Chinese 
fleet within the harbor, where it was 
quickly destroyed or captured. Ayama, 
therefore, returned from the war full of 
honors, was made a marcus and pro- 
moted along with Yamagata to the spe- 
cla] rank of. field marshal. 


Oyama’s Strong Personality. 

At present besides his position on the 
council of war, he is chief of the gen- 
era] staff. For a time he was in bad 
health, and it is possible that he may 
be unable to take the active part in the 
field that he did eight years ago. Oyama 
is noted for his geniality, his calmness 
under trying circumstances, and his 
studious character. 

After Yamagata and Oyama, the most 
conspicuous military man in Japan is 
yveneral Nodzgu, who succeeded Yamagata 
in the command of the first army of in- 
vasion in the China-Japan war of 1894-95. 
Like the others, he began his career in 
the war of the restoration, in which he 
served as captain. Five years later, at 
the age of 30, he had reached the rank 
of colonel. In (876 he visited the United 
States, attending the Centennial exposi- 
tion and making a study of our military 
system. In connection with the latter 
he took part in an Indian campaign. He 
returned to Japan just in time to take 
part in the civH war inaugurated by 
Saigo. Promoted major general and 
given cOmmand of the second brigade, he 
rendered particuiarly brilliant service. In 
1886, in company with General Oyama, he 
made an extensive tour of military in- 
spection in Europe and America. 

Upon his return he was promoted lieu- 
tenant general and placed in command of 
the fifth division. When war started with 
China this was the first division to take 
the . field. A mixed brigade was sent 
over and beat the Chinese at Asan, in 
southern Korea. Shortly after this 
Nodzu, with the remainder of the di- 
vision, arrived, and, finding that the 
enemy had concentrated a force of some 
20,000 men at the famous stronghold of 
Phyng Yang, in northern Korea, he mov- 
ed rapidly against it and crushed it in 
battle. Another division was now sent 
over to join him, and the two divissons, 
together about 45,000 strong, became the 
first army of invasion of which Yamagata 
took command. 

With this army Yamagata crossed the 
Yalu river and invaded Manchuria, but 
as related above, his health failing, he 
wag soon forced to return to Japan, 
whereupon Nodzgu was given the com- 
mand and promoted to the fulj rank of 
general. In a very tedious and difficult 
winter campaign he pushed his way 


'across the southern part of Manchuria, 


driving the Chinese before him and beat- 
ing them whenever he cou:d come in 
touch with them until he reached Niuch- 
wang, where a great battle terminated 
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hones campaign.

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Nodzu was decorated, made a count, pen- 
sioned and honored in various ways. 
With the enlargement and reorganization 
of the army the country was divided 
into three grand military divisions, east- 
efh, middle and western, and General 
Nodzu has had command of the eastern. 
Atthough 60 years old, he is still in ac- 
tive command, and it is not improbable 
that he will take the field against Rus- 
sia. 

If neither of the three men who com- 
manded armies in the war with China 
are designated it would seem that the 
choice would naturally fall to one of the 
Meutenant generals most conspicuous in 
the Korean and Manchurian campaign. 
The first of these .undoubtedly is Gen- 
eral Katsura, who is at present prime 
Minister of the empire. He is a man of 
great ability and energy and a thoroughly 
trained soldier. He was twenty years 
old at the time of the restoration and 
served as a staff officer. He did so well 
that he was rewarded with a sword of 
honor and a pension. It was only natu- 
rul that so promising a young soldier 
sliould be one of those chosen to go 
abroad to study, and in 1870 he was sent 
to Germany, where he studied for three 
years. Returning in 1873 he took part, 
with the rank of major, in the expedi- 
tion sent to chastise Formosa, 

On his return he was designated mili- 
tary attache to the legation in Germany, 
where he remained for several years. 
Upon his return he was made lieutenant 
colonel and appointed director of the 
army intelligence bureau. Betng a man 
of great capacity for work he was also 
made a member of the committee for the 
investigation of the coast defense works 
and also given the political post of chief 
rmecretary of the cabinet. That he showid 
have held all these offices at once is a 
high tribute to his ability. In 1882 he 
was promoted colonel. In 1884 he trav- 
eled in Burope on a tour of Military in- 
epection, returning the year following. 
He was now made major general and 


| oe the war department as director 


of the general affairs bureau. 

In 1886 he became vice minister of war. 
In 1891. he received the rank of lieuten- 
ant general and took command of the 
Third division. In the war with China 
he was ordered to Korea, where his 4- 
vision, togetber with the Fifth division, 
constituted the first army and did bril- 
Mant service in Manchuria. Indeed Kat- 
sura was General Nodzu’s right arm in

As Secretary of War. 

Upon his return he was decorated, 
made a yiscount and given a life pen- 
sion. ‘Later on he was promoted to the 
rank of full general. He was then ep 
| pointed governor general of Formosa, a 
position of mixed civi] ang military du- 
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ties that made it similar to the satne 
office in the Philippines. Some time 
later he resigned this post to enter the 
cabinet as secretary of war. Later, at 
a time of particulap political stress, he 
was invited by the emperor to form a 
cabinet, and he succeeded. 

As prime minister he has displayed 
such skill and tact that he js still in 
power, having remained tn office an un- 
usually long time. Owing to his great 
abilities, military skill and minute 
knowledge of Manchuria, gained in ac- 
tual warfare, and his physical vigor, be- 
ing only 56 years oid—ten years younger 
than Yamagata and five years younger 
than Oyama and Nodzu—General Kat- 
sura seems the man best fitted and there- 
fore the man most likely to command an 
army in the field in the present conflict. 
To do so he will have to vacate his posi- 
tion as prime minister, but there are 
a number of siatesmen equal to that 
task, while it may be doubted if Japan 
has another man so well fitted td com- 
mand an army in battle upon the plains 
of Manchuria in the winter season. 

After these the choice might fall upon 
Sakuma, who commands the middle, or 
Kurogi, who commands the western 
grand military division, or Oku, who com- 
mands the Tokio army of defense. These 
are the next in succession, sharing with 
Nodzu and Katsura the rank of full 
general. They all commanded divisions :n 
the first or second army during the war 
with China. But whoever commands it 
may be said with certainty that brilliant 
service will be rendered in some capacity 
by Lieutenant General Kodama, who 
was vice minister of war during the war 
w:ith China and was afterwards in com- 
mand of the Third division, was for a 
time governor general of Formoso and 
recently retired from the position of 
minister of war to become vice chief of 


the general staff. 
eneral Fukushima. 
This latter move, which occurred re- 
cently, would render it easy to reileve 
Oyama, who is chief of the genera] staff, 
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for active command in the field. 

Much will tbe expected also from 
Major General Fukushima, who ctom- 
manded the Japanese forces at the battle 
of Tientsin during the boxer troubles, 
and whose skill excited the admiration 
of the foreign experts. Fukushima has 
spent much time in Russia and Man- 
churia, and is an authority on the sub- 
ject. Besides Kodama and Fukushima, 
there is a group of officers who were 
major generals during the war with 
China and who, either in command of 
brigades or in some staff position, proved 
their skill on many a hard-fought field. 
Most of these now command divisions, 
Among these are Liewtenant General 
Nogi, whose work was particularly bril- 
liant in the taking of Port Arthur and 
in the later advance on Niuchwang. Af- 
ter the war he was made a baron, pro- 
moted to his present rank and for a time 
was governor general of Formosa. 

Besides Nogi, there is Yamaguchi, who 
was the lieutenant general in command 
of the division which marched on Pekin 
during the boxer trouble. There is also 
L.jeutenant General Terauchi, whois now 
secretary Of war; also Lieutenant Gen- 
erals Nishi, Oseko, Okubo, Nouve, Tachiro 
and the two Oshimas. These names, 
while they sound strange, to American 
ears, are familiar to every school boy 
in Japan who cherishes in his heart the 
memory of their brave deeds, together 
with some words, acts or incidents in 
their lives which illustrate their charac- 
ter, their bravery, love of country and 
devotion to their sovereign.

Washington, February 26.—Captain 
George Coohran Broome, of the United

SHOT HIS FOE 
AND SLEW SELF 


Double Tragedy Occurs In 
Bank Building at 
Buffalo. 


Buffalo, N. ¥., February 26.—Henry L. 
Schwartz; of.the law firm of Baker 
& Schwartz, was shot and wounded in 
his office in the Marine bank building 
today by H. A. Knowles, a well Known 
bupiness man of Buffalo, who, ten 
mfhutes later, shot himself dead in the 
presence of two detectives. Schwartz 
died soon afterwards, 

The shooting is said to have been 
the culmination of business troubles. 
Mr. Schwartz was the attorney for the 
firm of Knowles & G&rdner, which 
failed some time ago. A few minutes 
before Mr. Schwartz and his partner, Mr. 
Baker, and Attormey Roland Crangie 
were in conference in Mr. Schwartz’ 
private office. As Mr. Crangle and Mr. 
Raker stepped from the room into the 
main office Knowles entered. 

Almost instantly two shots rang out. 
Those in the outer office turned in time 
to see Mr. Schwartz fall. Knowles 
started from thie. private office with 
the revolver still smoking in his hand. 
Mr. Crangle, Mr. Baker and a clerk 
left the office and notified the police, 

When the detectives arrived they 
opened the door to the office and faced 
Knowles with the revolver in his hand. 
Knowtes pointed tha weapon at the 
detectives and backfd away into an 
inner room. *As he reached the door 
and stepped inSide he turned the wea- 
pon to his own head and fired. He died 
almost immediately. Schwartz was well 
known and prominently connected.

HELD YESTERDAY 


Chamber of Commerce Officials 
Meet Washington St, Contingent 


Arrangements Are Made For Bring- 
ing the Viaduct and Freight 
Terminal Propositions Be- 
fore Chamber of Com- 
merce Tuesday.

He 
said: 

‘We were met fairly and pleasantly 
by the representative of the Washington 
street residents. We were not left un- 
informed of their position. We were 
told that they favored the Washington 
street viaduct or nothing at all.” 

This ig the extent of the information 
that could be secured from Secretary 
Cooper. 

It has beer learned, however, that 
the residents of Washington street 
evinced a perfect disposition to treat 
with the directors of the chamber of 
commerce and informed the representa- 
tives of that body that any = efforts 
made by them tending to result in se- 
curing the viaduct would be appreciated 
by those who favor the proposed struc- 
ture, 

It was also agreed between Judge West-

‘A conference was held yesterday at 
noon by those citizens of Atlanta who 
favor the construction of the Washing- 
ton street viaduct.

OFFICIALS CALL 


FOR EXPLANATION 


Head of Chamber of Commerce 
Visits Editor of Journal, 


As Result of Persona] Call Insinua- 
tions Against the Chamber of 
Commerce are Withdrawn 
in Double Column Edi- 
torial Yesterday. 


A local story in The Atlanta Journal 
of last Thursday afternoon, insinuating 
that Vice President Jones and Secretary 
W. G. Cooper, of the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce, represented the railroads 
in endeavoring to secure peace between 
Washington street residents and the 
Louisville and Nashville and other rail- 
roads, caused a visit by those two gen- 
tlemen, who were both incensed to the 
office of the editor of the sheet yesterday 
morning. 

As a result of what was said to the 
editor of the paper, The Journal yester- 
day afternoon appeared with a double- 
column editorial in which it not only de- 
,serted the position of its local story of 
the preceding day, but declared that it 
is delighted with the suggestion made 
by The Constitution that the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce endeavor to secure 
for Atlanta both the Washington street 
viaduct and the big fre‘ght terminals. 

No one knows exactly what took place 
in the office of the editor of The Jour- 
nal, but it is certain that enough was 
said to convince him of the error made 
by his paper when it insinuated that the 
officials of the chamber of commerce 
represented the railroads in attempting 
to secure the improvements for Atlanta. 

The Article in Question. 

The local story in The Journal of last 
Thursday stated in its headlines that the 
railroads desired to make overtures. The 
body of the article announced that, di- 
rectly after a conference with Mayor 
Howell, Vice President Jones and Secre- 
tary Cooper had announced that they 
would endeavor to have all parties con- 
cerned reach an agreement. The story 
also sought to leave an inference by stat- 
ing that the conference had taken place 
behind closed doors. 

Mayor Howell, Vice 
and Secretary Cooper were incensed when 
they read these insinuetions in The Jour- 
nal. They met at the city hall yesterday 
morning and their resentment because of 
the false position in which they had been 
put had not left them. 

Vice President Jones and Secretary 
Cooper went direct from the city hall to 
the office of the editor of The Journal 
for the purpose of securing from him a

sinuating that they represented the rail- 
roads. They were closeted with him for 
some little time. 

Assurances Are Given. 

When they returned to the city hall It 
was with the assurance by the editor of 
The journal that he would take an edito- 
rial position yesterday afternoon that 
would be pleaSing to them, which he did 
in a double column editorial, completely 
correcting the itnsinuation that the offi- 
cials of the chamber of commerce were 
acting for the railroads and going so far 
as to put The Journal in line with The 
News @nd The Constitution by saying: 
“The Journal is delighted with the sug- 
gestion, and will rejoice to see the cham- 
ber of commerce take hoid of the matter 
and act.”’ 

When asked for an interview regarding 
the matter yesterday, Secretary Cooper, 
of the chamber of commerce, declared 
that he did not care to make an extended 
statement. 

“We are not acting for the railroads, 
of course,”’ he said. ‘““We have never been 
in communication with either the rail- 
roads or their attorneys, although we 
hope to communicate with them very 
soon.” 


Word has. just been received by the

Has Asked Permission of Atlanta 
Waterworks Department to Cross 
Water Main on Chattahoo- 
chee Avenue Near the 
Seaboard Crossing. 


The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
failroad may enter Atlanta on tracks 
of its own, instead of coming from Ma- 
rietta over the tracks of the Western 
and Atlantic ratlroad. 

The water works department of At- 
lanta has been asked to allow the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern to cross 
the water main on Chattahoochee ave- 
nue just as the Seaboard Air Line has 
done, and assurances have been given 
by General Manager Park Woodward 
to the effect that the water board would 
grant the same concessions to the At- 
Janta, Knoxville and Northern that have 
been granted to the Seaboard. 

Colonel Woodward received in his office 
at the city hall yesterday at noon Chief 
Engineer Pratt, of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, who will be in charge 
of the extension. He showed Colonel 
Woodward upon his profile map exactly 
where the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern desires crossing the big main of the 
water works department. He asked that 
the by-pass put in place by the Seaboard 
be allowed to remain where it is at pres- 
ent in order that the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northen may take advantage of it, 
simply extending it, instead of making 
new connections. 

Colonel Woodward requested Engineer 
Pratt to communicate with the engineer 
in charge of the work for the Seaboard, 
and it is probable that the two engineers 
will hold a conference today. 

The fact that the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern is to come into Atanta 
over its own tracks from Marietta will 
be learned with surprise, as it has been 
thought that it would use the tracks of 
the Western and Atlantic. 

An effort was made to locate Chief 
Engineer Pratt last evening, but Ne could 
not be found at any of the hotels. 

Attorney Smith Talks. 

Alex Smith, of the firm of Smith, Ham- 
mond & Smith, attorney for the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern, was yesterday 
afternoon informed of the fact that a 
profile map for the extension from Mar- 
fetta to Atlanta had been exhibited to 
Colonel Woodward. He stated that he 
knew nothing of the proposed extension, 
He stated, however, 
been made for the extension of the road 
to this city, elthough he did not know 
that arrangements had progressed to the 
point indicated. 

From an entirely reliable source it was 
learned that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville wants to extend the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern to Atlanta because of 
the fact that traffic on the Western and 
Atlantic between Atlanta and Carters- 
ville is very much congested. The track 
is so crowded that the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad found it 
necessary to either double track the 
state road to Cartersville or seek some 
other means of ingress to Atlanta. 

It has never been believed that the 
lessee would double track the Western 
and Atlantic for the reason that the pres- 
ent lease has only about sixteen years 
to run, while the extension of the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern to At- 
Janta would be a permanent invest- 
ment. 

Developments in the situation will be 
watched with considerable interest as the 
extension of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern from Marietta to Atlanta will 
mean another trestle across the Chatta- 
hooche river and the opening of a new 
right of way ‘between Atlanta and Mar- 


Setta.

Indicated Continuance of Some of 
Unfavorable Features. 


MAKE FOR LOWER PRICES. 


The Stocks Show Losses on the Day 
of About a Point, and the 
Closing Was Easy. 

Trade Was 
Light. 


New York, February 26.—An attempt 
Was made ts carry the rally in prices 
of stocks which set in yesterday still 
further today. Only slight gains were 
established, and at the higher level the 
demand dwindled to so near the zero 
point that the traders abandoned their 
efforts to carry on the rise. There was 
some increase in the selling pressure, but 
this did not develop to a noticeable ex- 
tent until the sagging from lack of de- 
mand had already set in. The selling in 
fact had the appearance of trader’s ven- 
tures for a tall after they had demon- 
strated that prices would not go up. Yes- 
terday’s rally had brought prices back to 
about the level where they left off Sat- 
urday, which evidently measured about 
the recuperative capacity of the market. 
New developments were not of import- 
ance, but the current news indicated the 
continuance of some of the unfavorable 
features which have kept the market 
under pressure for some time past. For 
instance, new steps were taken in the 
war of grain rates, both in the west and 
east, and-in the western field the cut- 
ting of rates showed signs of spreading 
from the field of grain traffic to other 
classes of freight. It was reported that 
the anthracite miners’ delegates were 
starting for the convention with a de- 
termination to support the soft coal min- 
ers in their contention for higher wages 
and to vote them assistance for carry- 
ing on a strike. There was u renewal 
of gossip concerning the Northern Secu- 
rities decision and assertions of its very 
unfavorable character, notwithstanding 
the reports of the presence of secret ser- 
vice officers in the Wall street district 
to ferret out any disclosure of the su- 
preme court’s decision. These reports, 
if they were intended to deter the rumor 
mongers, failed of their purpose. Rail- 
road earnings reported made an unfav- 
orable showing, both for gross and net, 
with the exception of a few of the south- 
westerns. Atchison, Wabash and Hock- 
ing Valley represented the prevailing 
downward tendency of net earnings in 
their January returns. 

The dealings for foreign account were 
without Influence in the local market, A 
periodical settlement is impending in the 
stock markets, both in Paris and Berlin, 
and the violent declines which have oc- 
curred since these accounts were open 
throws doubt over the possible result of 
the settlement. The promise of a further 
increase in the cash reserves of the banks 
as a result of the week's currency move- 
ment failed to rally the market, as the 
piling up of reserves has reached a point 
which arouses fears that it represents a 
decline in business activity. The dismis- 
sal of an injunction in the complicated 
copper Ntigation caused qa spasmodic re- 
covery of the previous loss in Amalga- 
mated Copper, but afforded small help 
to railroad stocks. The additional fire 
losses involved in the Rochester fire. fol- 
lowing so soon after the Baltimore disas- 
ter, was a depressing influence. The ac- 
tive stocks show losSes on the day of 
about a point and the closing was easy.
